Nobody trusts Arif, who has insuccessf ully 
tried to play off pro-Nasir ists and anti-Nasir- 
ists, against each other, and some of his other 
policies have increased ethnic and religious 
tensions. No strong opposition leaders have 
yet appeared, but things can move very fast in 
Iraq once they start.
